do hereby with Advice forelaid, continue the Adjournment of Our faid cur- 
rent Parliament, from the ſaid Fleventh Day of March inſtant, to the faid 
Twenty Eight Day of June next to come : And We do hereby Order and 
Require all the membersof Our Current Parliament, to attend the ſaid Twen- 
ty Eight Day of Juze next 'to come at Edinburgh, in the uſual Way, and 
under the Certifications contained in the ſeveral Acts of Parliament made 
thereanent. OUR WILL IS HEREFORE, And We Charge you ſtrictly, 
and command, that incontinent thir Our Letters ſeen, ye paſs to the Mercai- 
croſs of Edinburgh, and to the Mercat-crofles of the remanent Head-Burghs of 
the ſeveral Shires and Stewartriesof this Our Ancient Kingdom, and there by 
open Proclamation make Intimation, that Our ſaid Parliament is Adjourned 
to the ſaid Twenty Eight Day of June next to come ; And ordains theſe 
Preſents to be Printed.
